Two freshmen 
on the House 


District Committee, each, in fact, 
serving his first term in Congress, 
did a swell job for the people of 
Washington last week. They arc 
Orcn Harris (D., Ark.) and Sam 
Russell (D., Tex.). 


For several weeks a sub-com- 


mittee ciil-hnuled the Police Dc- 
pnrtmont. Certain of its members 
went in with preconceived notions 
of why Washington was wallow- 
ing in a stew of unsolved crimes. 
Witnesses were summoned but 
not permitted freely 
to tcslify. 


With leading questions sub-com- 
mittee members testified for them. 
Recommendations that the police 
rule the Districl with an iron hand 
resulted. 


Among the recommended changes 


changes was an amended habitual 
criminal act. When this measure 
reached the full committee it was 
harsh and inelastic. On a second 
conviction of felony 
the judge 


was required to impose the max- 
imum penalty; on a third convic- 
tion one and a half times, and on 
the fourth conviction twice the 
maximum penalty. The judge was 
given no discretion. 


At the outset of debate it. looked 


as if the bill would meet no op- 
position. Then Rep. Harris spoke 
up quietly. Ho had been a prose- 
cutor back homo. He suggested 
mildly that if a poor man were 
driven by hunger to enter an- 
other's house and steal a piece 
of bread it would be a felony. He 
.said the judge, oven in a second 
offense, should have discretion and 
not be required to send a man to 
prison for 15 years—the maximum 
penalty. 


Rep. 
Russell, also a mild-man- 


nered debater, then spoke up. He 
had been not only a prosecutor but 
a judge in Texas. He told a story 
to support his thesis that stalulory 
pcnallies could be made so severe 
that juries would not convict men 
of minor felonies. 


For half an hour the two en- 


dured a verbal hammering by the 
strong-arm advocates. Then, one 
by 
one, 
beginning 
with Rep. 


Everett M. Dirksen (R., 111.), com- 
mittee members joined them until, 
finally, the bill was sent back to 
its draftsmen to be made, not more 
lenient, but more flexible for sec- 
ond offenders. So on this basis il 
has been redrafted, passed by the 
House and awails action in Ihc 
Senate. 


The Iwo southern Democrats, 


without gestures or loud words, 
had prevented enactment of in- 
tolerances.

Oil Shipment 
Causes Crisis 
in Far East 


Russia Warns 
Japan Not to 
Hinder Trade 
Relation With U. S. 


By tlie Associated Press 
A sharp new crisis over the ship- 


mcnt of American aviation fuel to 
Russia developed Wednesday as the 
Soviet made public a warning to Ja- 
pan that it would regard as unfriend- 
ly any attempt to hinder trade re- 
ations between Russia and the Unit- 
ed Stales via Far East ports. 


Swiftly following on the disclosure 


Domei, official Japanese news agency, 
reported that Japan had made repre- 
sentation to both the U. S. and Rus- 
sia against the shipment of gasoline 
:o Vladivostok, Russia's great Siber- 
an port. The Tokio government was 
said to be awaiting replies. 


U. S. Gas Enroutc 
Asserting that 10 million gallons of 


ligh octane gasoline already had left 
Wesl Coast ports enroule to Vladi- 
vostok, Domei said the Tokio govern- 
ment was viewing Ihe siluation "with 
concern." The fact that Actane fuel 
was reported "passing under the very 
noses of the Japanese" was described 
by Domei as "greatly irritating Jap- 
anese sentiment." 


To reach the post of Vladivostok 


such a shipment must pass through 
the sea of Jaoan. 


Unable (o Be Indifferent 
In a warning Tokio against inter- 


ference tne Russian government as- 
sured Japan that supplies purchas- 
ed by the USSR in the U. S. were 
"destined in the first place" to ful- 
fill growing needs on the weslern front 
in the 67-day-old war with Germany. 


In Tokio the newspaper, Kukomin, 


declared "the imperial govfcrnmcni 
is unable to remain indifferent to 
aid shipments from 
Ihe standpoint 


of preserving peace in East Asia." 


Officials have expressed anxiety that 


U. S. war supplies sent to Russia 
might remain in the Far East for use 
along the Manchukuo-Siberian fronl- 
ier where upwards of one million 
Soviel and 500,000 Japanese troops are 
reported massed.

Strecker explained, "are let after 
negotiations have been entered into 
wilh numerous firms of Contractors 
and Architecl-Engineers, and in the 
majority of cases these contracts are 
awarded on a cosl-plus-a-fixed-fee 
basis. Therefore," he continued, "the 
impression that the greater amount 
spent by the contractors entitles them 
lo a larger profit, is unfounded in- 
asmuch as the contractor's fee is fix- 
ed at the time of award of contract."

Fall in 3 Days 


British, Russian 
Forces Meet 
Little Resistance

TEHERAN, Iran — August 26 — 


(Tuesday) delayed—(/P)—Tlie Brit- 
tish and Soviet ministers after an 


"audience with the Shah have trans- 


mitted lo their governments an 
Iranian plea that war cease and 
guarantees that virtually all the 
Germans would be expelled from 
the country within a week, it wag 
reported reliably Wednesday. 


LONDON -(IP)- 
The collapse tf 


Iranian resistance 
within the next 


three days was predicted by inform- 
ed diplomatic sources Wednesday ai 
Russian forces smashing southward 
into Iran were reported to have cap- 
tured Tabriz, and the British armies 
striking northward advanced 40 miles 


Shah Rezakahn Pahlavi, these sourc- 


es believed, realized Iran's position 
is hopeless and British and Soviet 
representalives 
in 
the capital of 


Theran have convinced him that he 
ought to come to terms. 


From India headquarters it was re- 


ported that Iran's small navy had 
been virtually wiped out by Bri- 
tish vessels wilh the Iranian Admiral 
Baynedor killed. Two bc.,ls were re- 
ported sunk and two gunboats cap- 
tured along wilh a large number of 
naval prisoners and materials. 


Little Resistance 
So far there has been no indica- 


tion, these sources said, that Iran- 
ian 
defenses 
have been 
anything 


more than that of the "token" var- 
iety. 


An armistice to be followed by a 


convention was predicted with 
an 


agreement possibly allowing the Shah 
to retain power and permitting Bri- 
tish and Russian forces to police 
Iran for the duration of the war.

The first rule of E-I is that a 


They're not 
loaning money, thank you, to erect 
statues to patriots, as has often been 
done. But a loan for a highway will 
increase internal developments and 
thus increase purchase of automobiles, 
so that's something productive. 


All equipment necessary to set up 


a new industry under any of these 
loans must be purchased in the Unit- 
ed Stales. 


A loan musl increase foreign ex- 


change by increasing exports, or it 
must save foreign exchange by en-

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY 


COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF HG?E 
ARKANSAS: 
Section 1: It shall be unlawful for 


any person, firm, or corporation to 
have, keep, maintain, or cause or per- 
mit within the corporate limits of the 
City of Hope, Arkansas, any collection 
of standing or flowing waler in which 
nosquitoes breed or are likely to 
breed, unless such collection of water 
s treated so as to effectually prevent 
such breeding.

faction of the Health Officer, his agent 
or accredited representative. 


(g) Proper disposal, by removal or 


destruction, of tin cans, tin boxes, 
broken or empty bottles and similar 
articles likely to hold water
